BOOK STALLS AND CHEAP BOOK STORES. 
From the Boston “ Transcript.’ 


Dr. Johnson was not fonder of walking down Fleet street, than I am 
of sauntering lazily through Washington street, staring at the le 
and looking up at the shop windows. The windows before which I 
stand the longest and gaze at with the most pleasure, are the windows 
of the picture dealers and the booksellers. Occasionally—as often as I 
dare, not when [ would—lI venture into some of the stores of the latéer, 
and enjoy the rare pleasure of “ reading the titles and trickling over the 
leaves” of some beautiful new edition of some old classic, or a new work 
of soine favorite author. Sir Richard Steele tells us in one of his papers 
in the “Spectator ” of a species of women called silk-worms, who ram- 
ble from shop to shop, to turn over all the goods in town, without buy- 
ing anything. They were, it seems, indulged by the tradesmen; for 
though they never bought, they were always talking of silks, laces and 
ribands, aud served the owners in getting them customers. Therefore, 
O Messrs. Little, Brown & Co., and Messrs. Ticknor & Fields, though I 
rarely purchase anything of you, (“ my poverty, but not my will,” pre- 
vents me) as I am fond of descanting on books and reading, I may, per- 
haps, benefit you as the silk-worms did the haberdashers. I hope you 
will kindly tolerate my visits to your stores, and be pleased to have me 
examine your many beautiful and valuable books. So may your pub- 
lications have an immense sale! so may your stores continue to be the 
resorts of the literati of the land! so may your counters be thronged by 
a crowd of eager and wealthy book-buyers! 

For those, however, who, like Chaucer’s clerk of Oxford, have but 
“little gold in cofre,” Corn Hill, with its second-hand book-stores, is the 
place. There great bargains do abound. There, for a mere trifle, I 
have purchased some of the most loved books in my humble collection, 
There you will see scholars, clergymen, and lawyers turning over the 
leaves of the old, soiled books with delight. There I myself have seen 
the “ Hortensius of our courts” and the delightful “ Autocrat of the 
Breakfast Table,” (the latter accompanied by his friends the “ poet” 
and the “ professor,”) busily and happily engaged in examining a lot of 
dirty second-hand books, What should we poor book-lovers do if it 
were not for these second-hand book-stores? 

How Southey and Charles Lamb would have missed the old book- 
From them they obtained many of the best books in their libra- 
ries. In fuct, Elia’s library was “a selection made at precious intervals 
from the book-stalls ;—now a Chaucer at nine and twopence; now a 
Sir Thomas Browne at two shillings ; now a Jeremy Taylor; a Spinoza; 
an old English Dramatist, Prior and Sir Philip Sidney ;” and most, 
not all the books in the laureate’s “ Cottonian library "—a wonderful : 
collection of odd, rare, out-of-the-way works in various languages, of 
which he was very proud—were the fruits of his book-stall gleanings in 
London, Paris, Lisbon and Madrid. 

Among the pleasures of London, Lamb reckons “the old bookstalls 
with ‘Jeremy Taylor,’ ‘Burton on Melancholy,’ and ‘ Religio Medicis’ 


| in every stall.” 
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In Mayhew’s “London Labor and the London Poor” there is an 
interesting chapter on the London book-stalis, in which we obtain a 
— of Southey at a stall, purchasing some old book :—“ An old stall- 

veper told he once sold to a gentleman, somewhere about twenty-five 
oo. ago, a Spanish or Portuguese work, but what it was he did not 

new. It was marked Is. 9d., being a good-sized book, but the stall- 
—— was tired of having had it along time, so that he would have 
gladly taken 9d. for it. The gentleman in question handed him a half- 
a-crown, and as he had not the change, the purchaser said—‘ O, don’t 
mind; it’s worth far more than half-a-crown to me.’ When this liberal 
customer had walked away, a gentleman who had been standing at the 
stall all the time, and who was an occasional buyer, said—* Do you know 
him?’ and on receiving an answer in the negative, he rejoined— That’s 
Southey.’” 

And Doctor Daniel Dove of Doncaster—whose biography has been 
so delightfully written by Southey—was so frequent a customer of the 
book-stalls, that the stall-keepers generally offered to his notice any 
English book which they thought likely to take his fancy, any one in a 
foreign language which had not the appearance of a school book. And 
when in one book he found such references to another as made him de- 
sireous of essing it, he employed Thomas Gent—printer, publisher, 
author and bookhunter—to obtain it for him. Though this Gent was a 
most successful collector of rare old books, he was greatly surpassed by 
the shrewd and ingenious David Wilson, whose praises that enthusiastic 
worshipper of things old, and passionate lover of black letter, the thrice 
illustrious and world-famous Jonathan Oldbuck, Laird of Monkbarns, 
was never weary of trumpeting; he was never tired of telling the story 
of “Snuffy Davy” and Oaxton’s game at chess; and though you are 
doubtless familiar with it, reader, I hope you will be pleased to have me 
quote it here: 

Davy Wilson, commonly called Snuffy Davy, from the inveterate ad- 
diction to black rappee, was the very prince of scouts for searching blind 
alleys, cellars, and stalls, for rare volumes. He had the scent of a slow 
hound, sir, and the snap of the bull-dog. He would detect you an old 
blick-lettered ballad among the leaves of a law-paper, and find an editio 
princeps under the mask of a school Corderius. Snuffy Davy bought 
the “Game at Chess, 1474,” the first book ever printed in England, 
from a stall in Holland, for about two groschen, or two pence of our own 
money. He sold it to Osborne for twenty pounds, and as many books 
as came to twenty pounds more. Osborne resold this inimitable wind- 
fall to Dr. Askew for sixty guineas. At Dr. Askew’s sale this inestima- 
ble treasure blazed forth in full value, and was purchased by royalty 
itself for one hundred and seventy poands! Could a copy now occur, 
Lord only knows what would be its ransom; and yet it was originally 
secured by skill and research, for the easy equivalent of two pence ster- 
ling. Happy, thrice happy Sauffy Davy! and blessed were the times 
when thy industry could be so rewarded ! 








Piterary Intelligence. 


The Literary Society at Stuttgart has sent to its members two new valu- 
able publications. They are : “ Der Trojanische Krieg,” by Konrad von W iirz- 
burg, the comprehensive work of medieval German poetry (49,860 lines) 
which, up to this time, had never been completely printed, and the remark- 
able poem of the Lower Rhine, “ Karl Meinet,” likewise printed here for the 
first time. This poem, the only complete manuscript of which is kept at the 
Grand-Dueal Library, at Darmstadt, contains the biography of Charlemagne 
from his childhood to his funeral, and bas been named with its present name 
by Jacob Grimm, as the manuscript is without a title. The author's name is 
unknown ; the date of its composition, also, is uncertain, Jacob Grimm and 
Beneke claiming it for the commencement of the fourteenth eentury, while 
Lachmann maintains that it is, at least, a century older. One of the next 
labors of the Stuttgart Society will be a new edition of the works of Johan- 
nes Fischart, the German Rabelais. —Athenaum. 

The sale of the Hertz Colleetion, extending over sixteen days, has come to 
a successful termination, under the hammer of Messrs. Sotheby & Wilkinson, 
and has produced the sum of 10,0114. 2s. 6d. One of the great features con- 
sisted of antique engraved gems in cameo and intaglio. The following are 
among the more important of their respective classes :—Portrait of Jupiter 
Serapis, with three Greek letters upon it, 25/. 10s.,—head of Vulcan, with 
the name of the artist, 13/.,—a winged Eros, a gem of fine quality, 21/..— 
head of Medusa, full of spirit, 18/.,—head of Julia, of fine workmanship, 21/., 
—portrait of Livia, in the character of Ceres, 40/.,—head of Livia, of splen- 
did execution, 105/.,—Apollo, clothed with the chlamys, of the best period of 
Art, 90/.,—Jupiter, attended by Thetis, a noble work, 1262.,—full-front head 
of an Egyptian king, a very fine work, by a Greek artist, 407. 10s.,—a Hel- 
met, with flowing plume upon the head part—Bellerophon on a Pegasus, 
and a Chimera upon the visor—a perfect specimen of glyptie of the highest 
finish, 897. There were also some beautiful specimens of the Cinque-Cento 
and later periods, which brought high prices. Among the antique bronzes 
and other statuettes, the following may be cited :—A statue of young Mars, 
covered with beautiful patina, 59/..—statue of Venus, of fine conception and 
execution, found near Mogle, in Asia Minor, 125/.,—silver statuette of Venus, 
26/,,—a female Votive head and hands beautifully patinated, 100/.,—bust of 








Tiberius, a grand and spirited woyk, 51/.,—a metal mirror, found in a grave 
at Chivesi, with inscriptions upon it, but much broken, 342. The collection 
also comprised some interesting specimens of Fictile vases : among these may 
be named the Homeric Vase, the subject Achilles dragging the body of Hee- 
tor, with the names of the heroes and other inscriptions in Greek, 87/. It 
was found at Vulei,—an (Enochoi, with Greek inscription, from the same 
locality, 212. 10s.,—a stawnos of fine quality and color, 36/.,—another of ex- 
treme beauty of form, 26/.,—a Hydria, a magnificent specimen, 43/.,—four 
remarkable round vases from Cumz, 198/..—amphora, subject, the birth of 
Minerva, 202. 10s. There were also three remarkable specimens of Mexican 
antiquities, viz., a mask of wood inlaid in mosaic with turquoise, 32/.,—a 
very singular sacrificial knife, the handle of grotesque form curiously embel- 
lished, 417., and a human skull inlaid with turquoise, 40/.—Jdem.

Braxewan & Mason favor ts with a copy of “ The Pillar of Fire; or, Is- 
rael in Bondage,” by Rev. J. H. Ingraham, author of “‘ The Prince of the 
House of David.” The present work is upon a plan somewhat similar to its 
popular predecessor, presenting the scenes and events through a series of let- 
ters, alleged to be written by one who is supposed to witness with his own 
eyes what he is made to place before those of the reader. “As in ‘ The 
Prince of the House of David, a young Jewish maiden is supposed to witness 
many of the most remarkable scenes in the human life of the Lord Jesus, and 
to write of them to her father in Egypt, so in the present work, a young 
prince of Phcenicia is made the medium of communication between the au- 
thor and his reader.” The suggestion of and preparation for this work is 
thus stated by the author: “The idea of illustrating the scenes of that period 
of Egyptian history in which the Israelites were held in bondage by her 
kings, and presenting it from a point of view outside of the Mosaic narrative, 
yet strictly harmonizing therewith, occurred to the writer some years ago. 
In view of this object, he has carefully studied the history and chronology of 
Egypt, and endeavored to inform his mind upon the manners, customs, laws, 
religion, and polity of the ancient Egyptians, so far as to aid him in an intel- 
ligent and practical execution of his work.” 


Cartron & Porter publish two new volumes, ‘‘The Mother’s Mission: 
Sketches from real Life,” by the author of “ The Object of Life,” with numer- 
ous illustrations, and “The Poet Preacher: a Brief Memorial of Charles 
Wesley, the Eminent Preacher and Poet,” by Charles Adams, who says: 
“This unpretending compilation is designed to supply a want in our Sabbath- 
school literature. It has seemed to me that a memorial of Charles Wesley, 
canvassing the main and important facts of his career, drawn up with appro- 
priate brevity and sprightliness, and in a shape to attract youthful readers, 
would be of positive use to the church.” 


Goutp & Lixcotn publish ‘‘ Easy Lessons in English Grammar, for Young 
Beginners,” by W. S. Barton, A. M., author of ‘‘A New System of English 
Grammar,” “ Practical Exercises in Composition,” ete. The author's plan is 

resented in the following extract from the Preface: “It will be seen, on a 

rief examination, that the author of this little work has departed from the 
ordinary method of presenting the subject. Everything has been rejected 
that was not strictly subservient to the advancement of the pupil. The for- 
midable array of definitions and exercises to be omitted the first time going 
through, that usually encumbers the pages of ‘ First Books,’ forms no part 
of the plan presented. Abbreviations of all kinds have been studiously 
avoided, and only such terms and illustrations introduced as are of easy com- 
prehension. Every step is combined with elementary exercises in composi- 
tion ; models in analysis and parsing, with copious examples, are given, and 
applied to practice as soon as laid down. The rules, definitions, and general 
arrangement, are the same as the author’s ‘New System of English Gram- 
mar,’ to which, after a thorough study of this, the pupil is referred for fur- 
ther instruction.” 


Puturs, Samrson & Co. publish the “Plan of the Creation; or, Other 


. Worlds, and Who inhabit them,” by Rev. C. L, Hequembourg. The author 


observes that the reader “ will not find speculations offered to his attention ; 
but truth, if it is producible in statement and ia evidenee, will be offered to 
his mind.” * * “The truths, however, which are presented in this volume, 
are not so new that no glimpses of them have existed in any former age, or 
that nothing has been attempted in them at the present time.” They also 
publish “ Mothers and Infants, Nurses and Nursing,” translated from the 
French of Dr. Al. Donné, The character of the work is described in the fol- 
lowing extract from the translator’s preface: “Popular medical works, or 
works on domestic medicine, are justly held in slight estimation, not only by 
the medical profession, but by the more sensible portion of the community. 
Were the present a work of this nature, its translation would not have been 
attempted by the writer of this; but, finding that the author does not pro- 
fess to give any directions for curing diseases in children, and that, when 
sickness comes, he has too much respect for his profession to recommend to 
half-instructed or ignorant persons the care of the sick child,—that he al- 
ways stops short in his advice where disease begins, and that his only aim is 
to show how to bring up children without medicine,—to avoid disease not 
to treat it; finding, also, by actual experience, that the work was of inap. 
preciable value to one young mother, and knowing of no English or Amer- 
lean work which could supply its place,—the translator has thought he was 
ae a useful service to present this translation to the American pub- 
ic. 

J. B. Lipprycorr & Co, have got out “A Treatise on Theism, and on the 
Modern Sceptical Theories,” by Francis Wharton. The author observes : 
“My object, in the preparation of the following work, has been to present 
the theistic argument, and the replies to the prominent modern skeptical 
theories,-in such a shupe as the best to impress the American mind of the 
present day. I have sought to reach this object in three ways:—First, by 
selecting from the vast material before me such main topics as seem most 
likely to affect those whom I address; second, by relying almost exclusively 
on this country as the basis for induetion and illustration; and, third, by re- 
ducing the argument to such an analysis as will best subserve the purposes 
of students,”
